Soon  we  were  wondering  where  time  had  gone  as 
the  big  moment  arrived.  With  many  memories,  anticipations,  fears,  and  dreams,  we 
stood  together  as  a  class  one  last  time  and  took  that  important  step  on  graduation  day.
